last season, despite the fact that Warner was the first man to concelve the pos.
sibilities of this play. At Washington and Jefferson Folwell originated the famous
“basoball pass,” which was largely responsible for his success with lght and in-
axperionced material.

Warner to Use Forward Pass, Is Belief

to smash up the wonderful Pitt interference, If Warner has perfected several
forward passes of about fifteen yards, Penn’'s defensse will be kept busy through-
out the game, and surely will have a hard time stopping the Blue and Gold,

Last season Penn played an extra man on the line throughout the game and
Broke up Pitt's off-tackle plays after the first few minutes of play, because Warner
was so busy perfecting his interference and bullding a defense that he neglected
the forward pass, It is sald that three or four veteran football men, who nre
known to be partial to Pitt, have been trying to lmpresa upon Folwell that Warner
does not think much of the forward pass and will not use it agalnst Penn,

The Penn coaches have an ldea that Wyrner Is allowing this impression to

_ Peach them in hopea that the Red and Blue will uss the same defense that was
sucoessful last season, and will be helplesa to stop the forward pass. Coach Fol-

skated for money.
